SCHOOL REPORT. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Annie M. Dockham of 
Auburn, The patience and gentleness with which Miss Dockham 
disciplined her school, and the deep interest she manifested in her 
pupils, cannot fail to recommend her as a good teacher. | 

The scholars appeared to appreciate her efforts for their own 
good, and to labor for their own improvement; consequently they 
gave satisfactory evidence of a term profitably spent. 

The Winter term was taught by Miss 8S. A. Fullonton of Ray- 
mond. Miss Fullonton entered upon her duties here as an ex- 
perienced teacher. At the commencement of the term the school 
appeared well, but at the close there seemed to have been a lack 
of thoroughness and good order. It was evident, however, that 
the scholars had progressed somewhat in their studies. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Addie M. Rowe of Con- 
cord. This was Miss Rowe’s first experience in teaching, for 
which reason, allowance was made for her Jack in discipline, and 
the want of interest and tardy progress of the scholars, 

The Winter term, by Miss Mary 8S. Bickford of Concord, com- 
menced auspiciously but continued only three weeks, on account 
of the alarm occasioned by the appearance of small pox in the 
vicinity. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


There was no Summer term, 

The Winter term, now in session, is taught by Mr. O. Irving 
Bean of Candia. The thoroughness, decision, energy and firmness 
with which Mr. Bean entered upon his duties, cannot fail to make 
the term a profitable one to all who continue under his instruction. 
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DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Both Summer aid Winter terms were taught by Miss Mary F. 
Pingree of Aubnra. Miss Pingree is a thorough disciplinarian 
and possesses those traits of character desirable for the success of 
a teacher. 

Her pupils were interdkted | in their studies, and gave evidence 
of having made good progress. 


DISTRICT NO, 5. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Hmily J. Haseltine of 
Ciester. Miss Huseltiae entered upon her duties with a reputa- 
tion gainel by a number of years experience. The term being 
short and the school very small there was but a slight degree of 
interest manifested, and but little progress made. 

The Winter term was taught by Miss Mary E. Dearborn of 
Auburn, The pupils appeared respectful, and obedient to their 
teacher, and generally interested in their studies. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Both Summer and Winter terms were taught by Miss 8S. A 
Fulloutom of Raymond. ‘The experience of the teacher and 
earnest desires of the scholars to advance in tbeir studies, made 
the term of school very profitable. Some attention was given to 
Rhetorical Exercises, and at the close of the school, the committee 
was well pleased with the efforts of the scholars in this branch of 
education. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


The Summer and Winter terms were taught by Miss Mary F. 
Pingree of Auburn. ‘This, for a Jong time has been called a very 
hard school to govern, but Miss Pingree’s firmness, thoroughness, 
and interest in her scholars. enabled them to make rapid progress 
in their studies, and improvement in their behavior. 

Writing was made a speciality. Reading and Spelling re- 
ceived careful attention, 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Sarah E. Fox, of Auburn, 
Miss Fox entered upon her duties with ardent zeal, promptitude, 
and efficiency, and the result of her labors was a decided success. 

» 
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Being apt to teach, the pupils could not avoid learning and in 
most cases great advancement was made. The Writing-books ex- 
hibited at the close of the term, were a credit to both teacher and 
pupils. 

The winter term, taught by Miss Sarah A. Ball, of Auburn, is 
still in session. Miss Ball has earned a good reputation as a 
teacher in this-district, At our first visit the school appeared in 
good order and we saw no reason why the term might not prove a 
profitable one. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Upon visiting the schools. a great variety of books were found, 
most of which, had been in use a longtime. In the district where 
a change could be effected, Quackenbos’ Series of Arithmetics, 
have been introduced in place of Greenleaf’s, and Sanders’ Union 
Readers, in place of Sargent’s. 

These have been introduced in nearly all the districts, and we 
hope the change may be made entire. The last few years have 
been years of change, and the pupils of to-day, require books that 
answer the demands of the times. 

It is very gratifying to know that so much care has been taken 
by the Prudential Committee in each district, to secure the services 
of experienced, and competent teachers. 

This is very desirable, especially in the more difficult schools. 
Parents, in most of the districts, have shown a good degree of in- 
terest in the education of their children, and have encouraged both 
teachers and pupils by their visits. This is as it should be, for 
no amount of care, and diligence in after years can compensate for 
the lack of interest on the part of parents while their children are 
in the Common Schools. 

It is highly important at this time, when our system of Educa- 
tion is so imperiled that parents and friends of education interest, 
themselves witli regard to the influence exerted upon the minds 
of the children while in the school-room. The changes made there 
should have a tendency to enlighten and enlarge the intellect and 
inspire it with a high sense of integrity.
